vania has more miles of improved State 
highways exceeding two-lane 
widths 
than all of the other states except one 
— New York. 
The mileage of three, four and six 
lane highways in this state now totals 
1,112. 
Of this total, about 137 
m iles 
were built during the past fiscal year. 
T h e s e figures, while well known to 
highway engineers and officials, will 
come as an interesting revelation to 
some Pennsylvania motorists who have j 
accused us of being tardy in entering 
th e Ii* Id of building routes that will ac­ 
commodate more than two 
lanes of | 
travel. 
One 
reason 
why 
some 
P en n syl­ 
vanians may believe some other par­ 
t i a l l y - state is far in the front in mile­ 
age of three and four lane routes is 
that they probably confine their travels I 
in that state to the main highw ays and 
only see the multiple lanes. 
On 
the 
other hand, 
the wider highw ays iu 
Pennsylvania are scattered over a great 
area and thus are not immediately e n ­ 
countered during a short drive. 
Pennsylvania’s mileage of three, four 
and six lane highways Is more than 
twice the total of a neighboring state 
which has com e in for much editorial 
acclaim about its number of m iles of 
highways exceeding two 
lanes, 
fu r- 
therraore. that state has less than 1700 
miles on its state system; we have 40,- 
600 miles. Tw o counties in P en nsyl­ 
vania alone have more miles of state 
highways than has the entire state used 
for comparison. 
It can readily be seen that when a 
state has only a comparatively small 
number of m iles on its state system 
that the cost of maintenance is pro­ 
portionately sm all and the bulk of its 
motor fund receipts may be used for 
c o n s tru c tio n of wide, high-type high­ 
ways. 
But such is not the case in P enn syl­ 
vania. In addition to maintaining our 
huge state highw ays system, we are 
charged with th* upkeep of som e 44,000 
miles of second clans township roads. 
The remaining funds then are available 
for construction Of not only 
wider 
pavement# on main highways but also 
for improving and rebuilding our sys­ 
tem of farm-to-market roads. 
Then. too. the state's natural topog­ 
raphy is an important factor to be con­ 
sidered in the cost of highway build­ 
ing. Many stains do not have our tower­ 
ing mountains that must be cut down
